Congestion So Great Judge Faris 
May Ask Congress to Appoint 
Addittonal Jurist. 


Judge Faris faced the likelihood 
of having to handle a Federal docket 
containing nearly 1000 cases when he 
began today to call the docket to set 
cases for trial.

In 20 lines you have done more 
to bring about a co-operation between 
pedestrian and motorist, looking to the 
prevention of automobile casualties than 
20,000,000 one-sided cards would have 
done alone. 

May I be permitted to commend Coro- 
ner Vitt upon his selection of words in 
the statement: “This is no time for shift- 
ing blame"? That is just exactly what 
the average pedestrian thinks the autoist 
is doing when the pedestrian reads those 
signs. 

The Coroner shows the fewest deaths 
are at regular crossings. Then he says) 
that one-fourth of ALL of them are at 
regular crossings—18 out of 70. 

I am not defending “jay-walkers.” 
There should be a law making it a mis- 
demeanor to jay-walk, and insurance 
companies should refuse to pay on poll- 
cles where people are injured in “jay- 
walking.” The motorist has his rights; 
and it is all he can do to watch for chil- 
dren in the blocks. But when one con- 
siders that one out of every four auto 
deaths occur at crossings, and when one 
realizes that of the remaining three, pos- 

sibly two are killed In automobile wrecks 
caused by careless driving, one cannot 
help but see the percentage of “jay- 
walking” casualties diminish to about 
§0-50, and it is on that basis one would 
like to have the co-operation of the mo- 
torist at the crossings.
